ence to the merits of the case or the 
practicability of the undertaking. 
In the case of roads on which fed­ 
eral money is to be expended it would 
seem essential and wise that the fed­ 
eral agency should have the requisite 
power of the approval of the selec­ 
tion, supervision of the ‘construction 
and maintenance, and the right of in­ 
spection. 
It is reasonably clear that for every 
reason there must be some automatic 
check upon the demands to be made
